In United States Is at Gary, Indiana. 


Coal Ase of Xew York in a recent 


publication prints a description of the 
greatest retort coke oven plit.nt in the 
United States, that of the 
"United 


States Steel Corporation at fJJary. *n<3. 
The deacripti in is of much interest In 
the ConnelisvlIIe region and follows: 
. The largest and best equipped coal- 
handiing and by-product coking plant 
In the world is at Gary, Ind. It is of 
special Interest because electrically op- 
erated, by motors receiving their cur- 
rent from the gas power pUnt of the 
largest steel plant on earth. 


Another claim to distinction lies in 


the use of 560 Hoppers' Regenerative 
By-product coke ovens, with a total 
coke capicUy of 8,000 tons per 24 hours, 
and Koppers' Modern Direct Process 
for recovering ammonia from the gas 
in "the form of ammonium sulphate. 
.Thia is the first coke plant in this 
country Installed with the Direct Pro- 
cess for ammonia recovery. 
' 
COAL HANDLING. 


-"Let us follow the coal from its ar- 
. rival at the immense- stor.xge 
yar<3, 


thence to the breaking and crushing 
building, on to the mixer building1, and 
finally to the coke ovens. "We will then 
follow the 'coke from the- ovens until'lr 
Is quenched and ready for the blast 
.furnaces: also trace the course of the 
coke oven gases through Ihe by-pro- 
duct house until, freed of Uir and am- 
monia, they are ready for use in the 
coke ovens and in the soaking pits of 
the steel plant nearby. 


Coal for ccke making is dumped from 


railroad cars into a concrete storage 
yard •which has a capacity of 350,000 
tons. The walls of this yard are in- 
clined under the railroad tracks to de- 
flect the coal away from ihe aides of 
the yard so the grab buckets of• twj 
large "Wellman-Seavor-Morgan 
coal 


bridges can easily reach If. 


The bidg<*s are each equipped with 


7-ton buckets and can load twenty 50- 
larry cars per hour.' Their closing and 
opening ilnes and. trolley travel are 
each operated by ISO-horsepower Gen- 
eral Electric type MI motor and the 
two bridge trucks are - tperated by 
eight 30-horsepower motors of the same 
type. 


Coal, after being loaded fnto a trans- 


fer car, is dumped into one of 12 hop- 
pers at the unloading house. 
These 


hoppers are each equipped with a shak- 
er distributor driven by a 35-horsepcnv~ 
er General Electric, three-phase, squir- 
rel-cage. Induction motor. Each of the 
•hmJcers can evenly distribute 40 tons 
of coal per hour on the belt conveyors. 
A continuous supply of coil is assured 
by keeping one hopper full at all times. 


The coal is carried from the unload- 


ing house by .'our belt conveyors; each 
of which has a capacity of 500 tons 
per hour. They are driven by four 30- 
horsepower, three-phase, form K, Gen- 
eral Electric, induction motors which, 
together with those used to operate 
the Bradford breakers, hammer-mill 
crushes, and intermediate 
conveyors, 


are controlled by a special electrical 
interlocking system.' The stopping of 
any conveyor or machine automatical- 
ly holds up all operations - prior to'Us 
own, 
thereby preventldg waste or Jam- 


ming:

The unloading house conveyors carry 


the coai to Bradford breakers, each of 
which has a capacity of 500 tons per 
hour.

Charging is carried 


on in a certain prescribed sequence and 
there are always ovens ready for push- 
Ins, thus assuring continuous opera- 
tion of mer. and equipment. 


Coking requires IS hours, at which 


rate the present capacity of the plant 
Is S.OOO tons per day: when entirely 
completed the total capacity will be 
9,520 tons. 


The advantages of ttifi type of oven 


selected for the Gary plant are inter- 
esting. The ovens are heated with firns 
evolved from the coai carbonized. The 
coal yields from 5Q to f-0 per cent, more 
ga.3 than, necessary for Its carboniza- 
tion, and in the 'old beehive process 


this surplus grns is wasted. 


A further advantage is that it is not 


essential that the gas be consumed on 
the 'spot directly it is produced, since 
It can be conveyed any distance with- 
out material loss. It can also be stored 
during1 the ifme It is not required and 
consumed during the working houra of 
the day. 


The regenerators also serve as a stor- 


age for heat so that a whole battery of 
ovens can be shut down entirely for a 
week or so and started again without 
any heating up being necessary. This 
is not possible \vhere regenerators are 
not used. The regenerators enable the 
ovens to bu worked at less than one- 
quarter capacity without going cold. 
whereas mo^t other systems cannot be 
worked much bolow their normal ca- 
pacity wHhntit Gaoling down. 


DESCRIPTIOX OF OVENS. 


The oven chambers ure approximate- 


ly 39 feet long. 9 feet 10% Inches high 
and from 17 to 21 inches wide. They 
have doors tit either end. operated by a 
traveling1 door machine on the coke- 
dfacharpe side, and a door machine at- 
tached to the coke pusher at the other 
side. The lop of the oven is provided 
with openings tor charging the coal 
and an opening through which the gas- 
es of distillation are drawn oft to the 
condensing plant. 


Refering to the accompanying longi- 


tudinal section, the air for combustion 
flows along the passageways A, at the 
front nnd back of the ovens, and thence 
It passes into the re-gent-rators, the 
temperature of the air rises to 1200 de- 
grees C. (21PO degrees ?"".). The high- 
ly heated air then passes out of the re- 
generators into the verth-al heating 
fliu-3 through the openings C. The gas 
from the hy-proUuci plant, freed from 
tar and ammonia, is returned to the 
ovens by the mains. IX running along 
the? whole length of the ovens on each 
side. Branch supply pipes conduct the 
gas into the gas-distributing channels, 
which are sHuau-d directly beneath the 
oven walls; thence It passes through 
the png nozzles, into each vertical flue, 
where It ignites with the hot air en- 
tering through the passage, previously 
referred to. A jt:t is, therefore, formed 
on a level with the oven Door In each 
of the heating Hues in t!'e nven wails. 


The employment of regenerators ren- 


ders it necessary to reverse the heat- 
ing process fitter n certain period of 
time, usually about 30 irinutes. This 
Is done automatically by a General 
Electric motor operated dial switch sys- 
tem, 
which controls the gas nnd air 


valves. The system of heating liuta Is 
divided into two sections, so that com- 
bustion can take place Alternately in 
each half vt the oven wall, When the 
gas is burning i n .the-flues in one haif 
of t'ie length of the wall, the products 
of combustion pass up the Hues and 
enter the top horizontal tine, whuncu 
they make their way down the flues in 
the other half of the oven walls; they 
then enter ihe regenerator through the 
same passages, by which 1 he air is ad- 
mitted to ti'e flues when the direction 
of combustion Is reversed. On issuing 
from the regenerator, the wa.ste Bases 
pass into the Jlue leading to the chim- 
ntiy, after having givtn up their heat 
to the checkerwork of firebrick. 


ACCESSIBILITY OF OVENS. 


The products of combustion of the 


gas and air pass up the heating Hues, 
and through the openings, at the top of 
each flue. These openings are fumlsfc- 
ed with dampers, which, together with 
dampers In the regenerating passages, 
are easily regulated so as to enable th<; 
eszact amount of air to frnter the fiue< 
necessary to effect perfect combustion.' 
The sliding bricks are accessible from 
the top of the ovens through the open- 
ings, which are :2tted with easily re- 
movable plugs. 


At this point, particular attention is 


invited to the sliding brkks and to the 
openings a.t the- top of the ovens, which 
give ready 
access 
to 
the interiors. 


These are two of the principal features 
of these ovuns, and distinguish them 
from all other constructions. The op- 
enings at the top of the ovens servo not 
only to provide- means for regulating 
the dampers, but more particularly to 
give access to the gas nozzles, and they 
further permit of the flues being in- 
spected at any tirne. 


Without the facility thus provided 


for examining the flues, it Is not pos- 
sible to work retort ovens satisfac- 
torily. The gas nozzles are furnished 
with oval orifices, to enable them to be 
taken out with a rod having a, tee- 
end. 
The orifices In th<? nozzles vary 


in size, according tr their position In 
the flues. The removal and replacing 
of a nozzle can be easily effected in a 
few minutes.' 
- 
- 


It happens from time to time in all 


ovens that dark places appear in the 
oven walls indicating that the combus- 
tion is defective; in the absence of 
means of access to the Hues, it would 
be necessary to cool down the oven and 
>reak into the walls in order to rem- 
jdy the defect. By means of the open- 
ings each flue in the Koopera' ovens, 
the cause of any irregularity In the 
leating can be Immediately detected 
ind, in the great majority of cases, 
lasily rectified In a few moments. The 
;n*cct of nny adjustment in the regula- 
tion of the gns and air can, moreover.

the firm in Latrobe last January 
3, 


1911, and failed to turn in the money 
or to put in an appearance at hom-%. 
Tho following day he was seen In ^U. 
Pleasant collecting, upon the report 
of which Mr. KHngenamith's suspicion 
was aroused and the case was brought 
to the attention of Squire Truxal and 
tnt Westmoreland Detective Agency 
at Grsensburg. 


The officers by a cleverly laid scheme
